G eorge Plimpton — the 
peripatetic polymath 
whose most recent 
credit was for an appearance 
on Saturday Night Live has 
been described as a “protean 
journalist, editor, and 
professional dilettante, known 
for doing those things that the 
rest of us only dream about.” 

Plimpton’s 

johannes-fadotum journalism 
has given him a host of 
opportunities to exercise a 
stylish amateurism that has 
become his hallmark. They 
include: playing quarterback 
for the Detroit Lions, 
basketball for the Boston 
Celtics, hockey for the Boston 
Bruins, soccer for the Tampa 
Bay Rowdies, percussion with 
the New York Philharmonic, 
and piano at Amateur Night at 
the Apollo Theater (second 
prize); photographing 
centerfolds for Playboy, boxing 
against Archie Moore; pitching 
against the American and 
National League all-stars; 
golfing in the Bob Hope 


Classic and the Bing Crosby 
Pro-Am; flying trapeze for the 
Clyde Beatty-Cole Brothers 
Circus; and portraying a 
sexualiy ambiguous 
psychiatrist in the 
Oscar-nominated movie, Good 
Will Hunting. 

Plimpton, a graduate of 
Harvard and Cambridge 
universities, is the son of a 
corporate lawyer and United 
Nations diplomat. His accent 
has been described as “a sort 
of New England and British 
hybrid.” His hobbies include 
bird watching and fireworks 
(he is the fireworks 
commissioner of New York 
City). 

For a career in letters 
unmatched for variety and 
surprise, for past generous 
participation in BookFest like 
last year’s awardee, Dominick 
Dunne, and for possessing 
“Palm Beach style,” George 
Plimpton is hereby declared 
1999 Palm Beach Author
